London, Jan. 1-1. — Rt. Hon. A. J. Bal- 
four,. th(! first lord of the treastlry, iU'- 
kiiowledging the conferring upon liiin of 
tlie freedom of the eity of Glasgow, to- 
day, predicted that in the event tliat 
England was again forced to figiit, tho 
Scotch, Irish and English, whether in- 
habitants of Gretit Britain or her col- 
onies, would be found fii;hting shoulder 
to sliouldor in defence of the Empire. 

The Belgian frovernment in addition 
to the United States fros'crnment has 
requested Great Britain to watch tho in- 
terests of its subjects in tho Tnmsvaal. 
In consequence of these reijrcsentations 
the secretary of state for the colonies, 
Rt. Hon. Joseph Clianibcrlain has tele- 
graphed to the governor of Cape Colony, 
Sir herculea Robinson, expressing ap- 
prehertBion that the numerous arrests 
niiide will disorganize the Eand com- 
panies, and inquiring what the prison- 
ers are accused of, whether bail will be 
allowed and wliat arc the penalties for 
their misdeeds. 

The first class battleship ilevenge, 
Ibi^'ship of tho ilyinp fc<|iiadron, carrying 
7.J1! oHiccrs and men, Rear-Adntiral Al- 
fred T. Dale in coinniand ; the first class 
liallljship Royal 0;ik ; first class cruiser 
( liliniltur; and torpedo catchers Handy, 
Hart pnd Havre, were commissioned at 
llo'elock this morning. The UHual sa- 
lutes were lli-ed and the scene was verv 
eU'ectivo. These vessels art; under or- 
ders to be ready to leave harbor as soun 
as ])0S8ible, and will await the arrival of 
the ot her portion of the flying squadron 
coining from Chatham and Davenport, 
consisting of the first claas cruiser Ttie- 
seus, second class cruisers Charybdis 
and Herinione, and three first class tor- 
pedo catchers, carrying over 2,000 ofli- 
cersand men. All the last named ves- 
sels were also conuni.ssioned this inorn- 
im.'. It is understood that Admiral 
Dale is under orders to take tlie ilying 
.s(iuadroii on Saturilay from .Spithead to 
Beerliaven, on the southeast coast of 
Ireland, for sealed orders relative to 
tlie future movements of his vessels. 
The ofticers and men are all prepared 
for a long absence from England. In 
some quarters it is believed that a tour 
of tht'Avorld is contemplated. 

A portion of the Mediterranean E(iuad- 
roii, comprising the battlesliips Ramil- 
les, Hood, Anson. Howe and Barlleur, 
and the cruisers Hawke, Cambria, As- 
trea, Forte, Fearless and Sybille, tho 
torpedo depot ship Vulcan, and torpedo 
bout Ardent, have arrived here from 
Salonica Bay. 

A Berlin ilespatch to the Times says 
tlie seiiii-oflicial press maintains a com- 
plete silence respecting the letters of 
tjueeii Victoria and the J'liiiperor Wil- 
liam. Tho Kolnische Zciluiig, under 
the hoading of " Reace with Dishonor," 
ransacks llie dictionary to heap abuse 
upon England, Dr. Jameson tind the 
Uitlanders, Ijut the press bureau of the 
foreign otiice -may be left to reconcile 
this sort of language with the oflicial as- j 
Burances that the government only de- 
sires an amicable solution of the ditli- 
culties. 

Theodore Bartli, an inHnential niem- 
lier of the Reichstag, writes in. the Na- 
tion warning Germany that not only 
ranee will gain liy an Anglo-tieruian 
(luarrel and that Eiifzland is only doing 
her duty in jirotectiiig tiie interests cf 
her siibjt'i:ts. 

The Times has a dispatch from Vienna 
which say.s : " The runioi.jot an alliance 
between En;;land, !<" ranee and Ktis.'^iade- 
yiressed the bourse. It was a trilling in- 
cident, but it should serve as a warning 
that the Dreibund cannot allbrd to be 
indifrerent to England's attitude. 

The North German tiazetto declares 
that no communication:) on the Trans- 
vaal tiuestion of an ufxilogetic character 
have been sent to London from author- 
itative sources in Germany. 

The Volksraad met to-day in Pretoria, 
and authorized the govern'ment to in- 
crease the state artillery force by 400 men. 
Th'iy ahso adopted a government resolu- 
tion tliaiil^iiig the Orange free stale for 
its sisterly assistance, and also Kir Her- 
cules Roliiiison, Cioveriior of Ca])e 
Coloiiv, and Sir JacobiiK de Wet, British 
agent at Pretoria, for tlie powerful sup- 
port tiiey liati given to the Transvaal 
government, aiul lor their eli'orts to ])re- 
vent bloodshed. 

A iiiessafrc was read to tbe Volksraad 
from i*resiili?nt Krnger to the elTect that 
he inleiidH to discuss with the Rand in 
11 later and calmer moment the wuises 
whicli led to the dastardly plot against 
tho state and gcvernment. He was 
lirinly resolved, the message said, to 
maintain the sacred righta and interests 
of the reiuiblic and to establish the same 
on a liriiier and securer founda- 
tion. The brief sitting of the 
Volksraad tlu^n adjourned till 
Jlay, as, owing to the excited 
feeling among tlii^ Inirgliers, calm and 
disijassioiiale legislation in coniicction 
with recent events, was considered im- 
possible. 

Dr. .Jameson and the oflicers of his 
raiding expedition and jiolitical [iri.son- 
«rs numbering si.xty, are still in jail 
here, and are well cared for pending a 
final decision between Sir Hercules 
liobinson and tho Transvaal government 
as to their fate. 

The Standard annoaiices that the caii- 
inet meets again this week, . An editor- 
ial in the same paper expresses pleasure 
that tho Transvaal affair is smoothing 
tbe roiiglineBS between England and the 
United .States. "Things are brighten- 
ing all round," says the Standard, "and 
it is (luite clear that we shall have Am- 
in-ica'H good will in the direct negotia- 
tions with Venezuela."

Asked if he would remove the houses 
of prostitution from the city, he said he 
did not want them, but did not know 
how to get rid of them.

Mr. George Glover, if elected, would 
endeavor to use the civic funds to the 
very best advantage. While not unfav- 
orable to day work, he thought that it 
was not fair always to keep the contrac- 
tor from having a show. 

Mr. G. C. t^erow thought married 
workiiigmen residents of the city should 
be given a belter sliow when civic work 
was to be done. 

Mr. Wm. Allan wanted the chief of 
the» fire department elected every three 
years. He thought every workman who 
was a ratepayer should get his share of 
the city work. 

Mr. il. ]C. Levy spoke in favor of the 
city ]nirchasing from local industries 
and not sending to Seattle for sewer 
pipe, as Aid. Macmillan had done. He 
said Aid. Macmillan had broken the fire 
limits by-law by making certain reiiairs 
to a house, and had at Victoria West 
given as an excuse that he had apermit 
to do so. 

Aid. Macmillan denied that he had 
said what Mr. Levy stated. 

Mr. Allen bore out Mr. Levy's state- 
ments. 

Mr. Wm. Marchant nreaehed econo- 
my. Civic money should, he said, be 
etpiitably expended and every jiortion 
of the community get its share. 

Mr. I). McNaughlon did not think 
that borrowing a little more money 
would break the city and repeated his 
remarks in favor of making improve- 
ments and giving the laboring men work. 

Aid. Macmillan accused a section of 
the audience of trying to damn his 
character. He said Mr. Allen and Mr. 
Levy had not told the truth in the 
statement aboiit the repairing of tho 
house in the fire limits. 

Mr. M. Humber remarked that the 
man who said that day labor was cheap- 
er than contract was talking through his 
hat.

The Coming Changes Will Result in 
the Strongest Ministry 
for Years. 



(Trom Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Jan. 14.— The reoonstruotetl 
ministry was not announced to parlia- 
ment to-day, for the sole reason that the 
ministers who have returned to duty 

had not agreed upon the statement to be 
made of the reasons whicli have caused 
them to take this step. Therefore in 
each house a further adjournment until 
to-iiiorrow was asked. The new man 
in tho ministry lilling the Quebec vacan- 
cy eansed by Senator Angers' retire- 
ment, is Senator Desjardins^ pne of the 
ablest and most popular politicians from 
that jirovince; he represented Hoche- 
laga in the Commons for a great many 
years, and since last general election was 
transferred to the upper house. He 
will have at the outset the militia port- 
folio, Hon. A. R. Dickey becoming 
Minister of Justice in place of Sir 
Charles liibbert Tnpper. Sir Charles 
Tuppor senior takes the vacant port- 
folio of Secretary of State, and will seek 
a seat in the Commons, probably as one 
01 the Ottawa representatives. The other 
portfolios will be in the same hands as 
hefoift the recent resignations, the law 
being no longer as it was at the time of 
the " double sluiflle," but simply pro- 
viding that a minister resigning and 
within one month again accepting ofhce 
shall not 'vacate his seat unless in the 
meantime a new administration has 
been in office. 

It is fully understood that when Sir 
Chiu les the Baronet forms his ministry 
—as he will before dissolution— there 
will be many changes in the personnel, 
and with the (loncurrence of Premier 
Bowell ho appears to be already jiro- 
ceediiig with the necessary negotiations. 
It is said that Sir Ciiarles wislies Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell to take the portfolio 
of Trade and Commerce in the new min- 
istry. Hugh John Alacdonald will likely 
come in, and the changes in the repre- 
sentation of the Eastern provinces will 
make the Tupper ministry the strongest 
the ccimtry over s nce that formed by 
Sir John Macdonald in 1878. 

In tbe Senate tbe address in reply to 
the speech from* the tbrone is to be 
moved by Mr.' Owens and seconded by 
Mr. Villeneuve. * '' 

The Commons this afternoon heard" - 
another chajiter of the anonymous letter 
episode, it being brought up by Clarke 
Wullace, who sharply attacked Dr. 
Montague for a statement lie bus 
made easting suspicion on Wal- 
lace. The * latter said the first 
lie heard of the letters was 
from Sir Adolplie Caron, it being stated 
that a New York expert named Ames 
had given it as his opinion that the 
writing was Montague's. The Doctor 
made a reply equally aggressive, and 
declared his intetitiou of taking the mat- 
ter into the courts, saying that he had 
in fact sought to secure the services of 
Mr. Osier, the greatest criminal lawyer 
in Canada, but found that he had been 
already retained by Clarke Wallace. 

Plon. E. G. Prior arrived this after- 
noon, and has been the recipient of a 
host of congratulations. At Rideau 
Hull to-night he was formally sworn a 
member of the privy council, and took 
the oath of oflice as controller of inland 
revenue. To-morrow ho will take his 
seat at the cabinet council, at the meet- 
ing of the reconstructed ministry. 

"ANANIAS" COMES BACK. 

West Huron Has Chosen Her Old Repre- 
sentative, With a Majority Leiis Than 
at Last General Election. 

ToitiiNTo, Jan. 1-1. — (Special) — West 
Huron to-day returned M. 0. Cameron, 
opposition, to the House of Commons by 
a majority, with one place to hear from, 
of 273 over Weismiller, the government 
candidate. Mr. Cameron, who is fam- y 
iliarly known as "Ananias," repre- 
sented tbe south riding of Huron from 
1867 until 1882, when he changed his 
allegiance to the adjoining constituency 
of West Huron. 'This he won at that 
general election and again in 1891 after 
having been four years out of the house 
in Cdiisequence of defeat in 1887. His 
majority at the last general election was 
nearly 400, but when he was unseated 
for corrupt practic;K Hon. J. C. Patter- 
son beat him in the bye-election a year 
later. The aimointment of Mr. 
rutterson to be Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernoi- of Manitoba gave Mr. 
Cameron another chance, and this 
parliament will close as it began with ' 
iiiin as the representative of West Huron ' 
in tbe Commons. His election baa been 
regarded as a certainty, and it is a mat- ' 
terof surprise that in view of tho unset- 
tled state of affairs at Ottawa ho has not 
come up to his old time majority.

THE l{OSSIiAND.Ml?fES. 

So Much Ore Being Sliipped Ihat It Is 
Difficult to Get Teams Enough to 
Haul It. 

A number of Uosslaiul people arrived 
ill town vesterdav, among them being 
W. Y. Clark and P. Aspinwall. Mr. 
Clark, who has been interested in min- 
ing both in the States and in British 
Columbia, is very enthusiastic over the 
prospects of Rossland and mining in 
that part of the province. AVhen he 
left Itossiand some ten days ago it was 
expected that the malting |)lant at Trail 
would ''blow in'' in thirty days. Al- 
ready 1,000 tons had been sliipjjed there 
by 1,0 l!oi mine, which was sending out 
ore at the rate of 40 or ■"iD tons a day. 
The matting iilant, it is c.-cpected, will 
before long add to its jilaut and be in a 
jjosition by next summer to handle be- 
ween 150 and I'OO tons of ore a day. A 
number of other mines besides l,e lOn 
are shipping out at a lively rate, the 
War Eagle juul Josie among them. So 
Hreat is the dfimand for teams ibat the 
Homestake found it very ditlicult to get 
sufficient to handle their ore. 1 Hiring 
t he day time the streets of tiossland jire- 
siMit a very busy appearance, an im- 
inense iiumlier of sleighs being engaged 
in hauling Ireiglil and ore between the 
town ami Trail landing. l'eo[)le dun't 
^(■em to appreciate the ciioniKius ricli- 
iiessof the mines in t he caiiip, .M r. t'lark 
thinks, fni, taking the \\'ar lOagle, 
there i.- not a mini' in the world 
that can show such ore. not e.\- 
eopting South .\frica. There is no 
other colli mine in the world that can 
sliip siu h a large amount of ore averag- 
ing $4.') a ton in gold alone, without 
eountiiig the cojjper in it. It is likely 
that the War Eagle will put ui> a mal- 
ting plant of its own at Rossland. A 
great deal of work is going on in the 
various mines, and at Champion Creek, 
five miles east ot Trail, there are thirty- 
men who went into tlint country as 
pro8])ector.~ last summer, located claims, 
and now have taken in provisions to 
last tlicm all winter, and are going right 
ahead, ilevcl'ipiiig Iheii- clainiHat a lively 
rate. 



One ot the prisoners in the provincial 
jail as Nelson made a daring escape two 
days ago, but was recaptured to-day.

The jirisoner had only pretended to cut 
himself for the i)urpose of making a 
fight for liberty. 

Having bound and gagged his jailer, 
the prisoner locked liiui in a cell 
and then quietly proceeded to 
the constable's room in the jail, 
appropriated a suit ol clothes and some 
money and made his escape. Mileffhad 
been so roughly liandled that he became 
insensible, l)ut when he recovered he 
managed to get free of his bonds and 
with the roiie wdiicli had bound him suc- 
ceeded in gelling hold of an axe that lay 
in the corridor ouside, choi)ped open the 
cell door and gave tlie alarm. 

A. number of s|)ecial constables gave 
chase to the escaped prisoner and, as al- 
reatlv stated, succeeded in capturing him 
and bringing him back to jail.

.1 SOUND PRINCIPLE.

The cheese-paring economist, whose 
chief object is to have a snrjilus of a few 
dollars, and to oflect that object starves 
every branch of the civic service will, in 
a very short time, have the city in such 
a condition that every respectable citi- 
zen in it who has ever Ijecn a ben's race 
from his own fii-eside will be thoroughly 
ashaiiu'd of it. And we all know- 
where the spend-thrift head of a cor- 
poration will land tlie city .

This condition of matters cannot in 
the iinturo of things last very long. A 
large, an active ami an intelligent min- 
ority can be so troublesome to a Govern- 
ment as to prevail upon it to extend to 
tiiem their rights. When those \yho 
seek justice greatly outnumber the un- 
reasonable and tyrannical governing class 
it does not require a prophet to predict 
what tbe end must be, sooner or later. 
Tbe majority, if they are lit to be free, 
will assert their right to freei.loni and 
continue to struggle until they obtain it. 

The lioers are brave, and they can 
shoot straight. Bat those who hope to 



ligcnt population that knows what their 
rights, and are bound to have them, 
are not always to be kept down by brute 
force. Tliis Ji'resident .Kruger ought to 
know. .The majority in the Transvaal 
will in time come to feel their strength 
and will le.irn how to usev it effectively. 
If bo is as wise as his countrymen be- 
lieve him to be he will do his best to 
transform every immigrant who takes 
up his resilience in the Transvaal into 
a loyal citizLMi of the Re])ublic, 
whose interest and whose pride it would 
be to maintain its independence and to 
increase its importance, not only among 
tlie South African coiuinonweaith 
merely, but among tbe nations of the 
world. His jiast jiolicy has been to 
make every foreign resident in the 
Transvaal a bitter enemy of the Hepub- 
lic, determined to overthrow it as soon as 
a favorable opportunity offers. And 
that opportunity is certain to come. 
When the Uitlander population amounts 
to half a million or so, where will 
ICi uger's handful of Boers be, and what 
will ho the condition of the Transvaal 
republic. 

.1 POLITICAL ROMANCER. 

The way in which American politi- 
cians [iractice upon the ignorance of 
their fellow citizens is siuipl)' amazing. 
In any matter in wdiicb tbe relations be- 
tween (iieat Britain and the Cnitcd 
fitatcs are involved the American jioli- 
tician who will not do his utmost to 
misrepresent the British appears to be 
the rare exception. On such subjects 
the orator draws largely upon bis imag- 
ination and dejiicts a state of things 
that has realiy no existence. One would 
suppose that if tliere is any subject 
which in all its aspects is plain 
and prosaic it is the Alaskan boundary 
question. That boundary has as yet not 
been fixed, and, consequently, there can 
be no dispute about it. As a matter of 
fact there is no disjiute. The boun- 
daries of the territory which the United 
States ]iurchased from Russia are clear- 
ly described in the treaty of J8l.'8. So 
little importance has been attached to 
the Alaskan boundary that Great Brit- 
ain and the United States are only now 
amicably at work, deciding where tbe 
line of (ieliinitution really is. TTntil the 
joint rejiort of the Coinniissioiiers of the 
two nations is laid before their respective 
Governments and ]inblisbed, there is 
really nothing to dispute altiout. Great 
Britain and the United States, as far as 
is known, are quite willing to wait until 
they see what the Commissioners have 
done. The probability is that they will 
botli approve of the decision tirrived at 
by the Commissioners. But Senator 
Oavis is not content to wait. He must 
make a splurge. He attributes designs 
to Gteat Britain which British sub- 
jects here and elsewhere know no- 
thing about and never heard of. 
He says tlii^ desire of Gretit 
lirit.'iin [or a portion ot the A.liiskau 
coast is jilaiiily ajiparenf . (ireat Britain 
will, no doubt, take jiart of the coast 
which tbe Americans now consider 
Alaskan, if an honest survey shows that 
it is within Britisti territory, but the 
desire for it wlii(di .Senator Davis says is 
so apparent, never bad any existence. 
The patriotic Senator talks about lOO',- 
000,000 acres of tillable land for which 
Great Britain covets an outlet through 
.Vlaska. It is (evident that the Senator 
knows very little about the Northern 
part of British Columbia ami 
the Peace River country. That 
region will in good time find 
an outlet to the sea through territory 
and into waters that are iKn'ond the sha- 
dow of a doubt Ih-itish. It is very evi- 
dent that what Senator iJavis does luit 
know about the Alaskan boundary ami 
the Peace River region, as well as the 
designs of Great Britain, would fill a 
good-sized volume. Let him possess his 
soul in patience. Let him first find out 
uliiit is the lioundary between Britisli 
territory and .\laska before be begins to 
weav." roiiiaiiees about it and ilie claims 
of (ireat Ibilain to Aiin'iican terrilorv 
in that Xoi l lierii land.

Experiences of the Survivors of tLe 
Wrecked "Janet Cowan" on 
the B. C. Coast. 



Story of One of the Crew— Captaiu 
(raudin Makes Some Iniportiiiit 
Suggestions. 



'I'iic wreck of the big ship .lanut Cow- 
an, wit.'i a loKH of seven Uves, on the 
tieui'iuTou^ rocks of Rarehiy Soiiiul, liaw 
aeaiii directed attention to the dan^'erH 
of tliia section of tiie Vancouver Isliind 
coast Hnd the means at tlie couiinnnd of 
the authoritie."! of extending aid to any 
unfortunate mariners who may he ship- 
wrecked upon these inliospitable sliores. 
In tlie case of the Janet Cowan the presn 
of Piit,'ot Sound lias made serious 
cliari;esof neglect against the authorities 
of this province — char},'es which at first 
sifihL a)ipear to liave in tliem an element 
of sound reason, hut which on examina- 
tion prove totally witlujut foundation. 
The keynote, of tiie complaint is th.at the 
Cowan was loMt on the liLst of December 
last, yet ten days passed after the disas- 
ter and no action was taken by tlie 
autliorities here to send relief to 
the ahinwrecked crew, seven of wliom 
perished of cold and exposure. Xow that 
one party of the survivors has readied 
Victoria the facts of tlie case are easily 
<;ot at, and the matter of complaint is 
found not to be at all fairly put. Though 
the Cowan was wrecked on the last day 
of the old year the news of the disaster 
did not reach Victo'-ia until the Lo\iise 
passeti tlie wreck a week later — the eu))- 
tain and his six men had perished long 
before the news of the Cowan's iiii.sfor- 
time had reached even the liglithouse at 
Cape Caruianah. These deaths are at- 
tributalile, as the majority of the crew 
if not all are agreed, to the lack of dis- 
cipline nrevailingat the critical moment 
when the vessel struck; had all hands 
stuck to the ship it is certain that not 
only would no lives have been lost, hut 
no serious discomfort would have been 
experienced. TheoflScers of the Cowan 
and the crew ascribe their misfortune 
in great measure to the location of Car- 
nianah light; it is so placed, they 
suy , that it is invisible from the most 
fre(iuent<Hl quarter, imd thus its value to 
navigators, especially those unfamiliar 
with the Vancouver island coast, i.s in 
'.'leat iiicasnre destroyed. After the 
wreck the survivors were neither .seen 
from the lighthouse, nor did they see it; 
it was from ISoiiilla point that the wreck 
was lirst discoveied, by one of .Mr. Day- 
kin's sons, and if the lighthouse had 
been placed on liouilla insteail of Car- 
manali jioint, theniajority of the marine 
men who have given an opinion mi the 
subject agree the Cowan would not 
have been wrecked. Captain James 
Gaudin, agent of marine, when spoken 
to regarding the undesirability of Cape 
Carmaiiah as the site for a light- 
iiouse, declined to express an 
opinion unless retiuested to by 
the department at Ottawa. It will 
he reniernberod by those who were in 
Victoria at the time the site was ctiosoii, 
however, that Cajitain (.-iaudin was one 
of those "pposed to the choice as a jirac- 
tical mariner, the stand he then took 
being that the light would not be visible 
in any but one or two quarters, whereas 
Bonilla Point would coniiiiand the en- 
tire entrance to I'.arclay Sound. 

As to the C'owan wreck (Jaiitaiii 
Gaudin speaks clearly and freely. It 
was not immedjately rejiorted to \"w.- 
toria because the telegrajih wire con- 
necting this city with the Oarnianali 
light was ■' down," as it is for a great 
portion of the year, the difficulties of 
maintaining communication being 
very great naturally as tlu^ line 
runs ihrougli a desolate and 
Ihicklv wni.ided country. In Caiitaiii 
( iaiidi n's oiiiuiou the :oute of the line 
was wrongly chosen in the lirst [ilace. 
and uiiiiitenupted cominuiiication ran- 
not be assured until the line i.s radically 
changed. lie suggests that the wood 
line should Ijc abandoned entiridy and 
the wire strung along the coast. Sev- 
eral additional miles of wire would thus 
be brought into service, and tlio danger 
of breaks owin^ to windstorms would 
be reduced to a minimum. The coast 
wire might very easily he connected 
witn the government line from Alherni, 
so that in the event of a break at either 
end the Capital would at all times be 
leai'hable 'by the other. Cajitaiu 
(faudiii iias another important sugges- 
tion to oll'cr ill this coniieetio!;— that 
slnicksbe er(H;ted at freciueiit intervals lie- 
tween Carmaiiah and Cape Beale, so that 
shipwrecked mariners on landing would 

. never have far to go in order to obtain 
shelter and a tire. He does not propose 
to leave food or beilding in these sliacks, 
for they would only he stolen by the In- 
diana, but suggests that each be con- 
nected by telephone with the lighthouse, 
instructionB in several languages us to 
how to work the instruments oelng left 
H-ith each. Had Tightkeeper Daykin 
been informed of the wreck when it oc- 
curred ho would have lost no time in ^o- 
ing to the rescue, and to notify him 
would have iieen the simplest matter in 
the world had these rescue huts been iii 
service. Besides, they would prove of 
the greatest jiossiiile use to the liiiein(!ii 
and repair stall'. 

.\s nine-tenths of the wrecks in this 
part of the world occur between lieale 
and Cannanah, Captain (iaudin thiiiKH 
tliat a lighthouse would be of the greatest 
possible service at Becluirduss point, at 
the entrance of raehena bay. In fact 

t he will recommend the construction of 
such a light in. hia report to the authori- 



ties. The location of .a lifeboat station 
on the coast would, ho explains, be of 
little use ns the facilities of rejiorting 
wrecks to the station would be totally 
inadequate, as well as the means of 
getting the boat from one place to 
another as required. In long settled 
countrieB with many ^ood roads 
and eatablished communication be- 
tween coastal points, the lUe station 
meet all requirements, but here the 
conditiona are totally dissimilar. The 
lifeboat system was tried once on this 
coast — at Neah Buy — hut has now been 
abandoned on its proving a dismal fail- 
ure.

THE STEWARD'S STORY. 



Arrival of the "Tyee " at Townsend. 

The story told by Steward Taylor of 
the wreck and the events immediately 
following difTers materially from that 
republished from the Seattle Post-In- 
telligencer in the Colonist of yesterday. 
He says: After sighting Cape Flattery 
at 4 :H0 on December 30 the vessel head- 
ed in with the Flattery light alieani. 
They toon lost sight of the land and at 
7:30 p.m. the wind veered round to a 
new quarter, thus cliangiiig the course 
to S..S.\V. Two hours later a gale 
sprang up and at IL' :.'50, when .1. Ilanley 
relieved at the wiieel, the ship 
was heading X.W. by N., the second 
mate at tlie time noticing breakers 
ahead and giving the alarm. The ca])- 
tain gave orders for all bauds to wear 
ship. These wore quickly obeyed. The 
sails and helm were regulated accord- 
inely, but the vessel being caught in the 
wind would answer to neither and she 
crashed hard on the rocks. Confusion 
followed and the second mate and the 
two apprentices disai)peared, being 
either cirried away hy a heavy sea 
or having juni])ed overboard. In 
the hour of Peril, J. Chamberlain, 
an iMiglislmian and an able seanuiii, 
acted tlic hero. Stripping, he seized a 
line and swam ashore, aceoniplishing a 
feat that apjicared to all to be beyond 
human ])ower, the raging surf oi' an 
angry sea breaking high on the rock 
bound coast. With a desperate struggle 
be climbed up a ledge, and there waited 
four hours for clothing. Then the work 
of rescue commenced, and all reached 
the ledge safely, and though the experi- 
ence was most trying none were so badly 
injured as Chamberlain. For a time all 
were temporarily imprisoned on the 
ledge, which being low, threatened de- 
struction to all when the tide reached its 
highest. The beach was still acousider- 
ahle distaniu) oil" and to reach it the men 
had again to ))aSH through a heavy surf 
and cross a little hay — a work accom- 
plished at great risk "by means of a line. 
I'^roin the beach they proceeded 
into the woods. Finally the tele- 
graidi line was discoveretl and thcjiarty 
iliviilcd in liojx's of tindiiig some means 
of communication with the outside 
world. Those who went lOastward soon

In speaking of the wreck 
last eveninK, the latter said he 
thought the vessel was now of 
little value and whatever was 
carried away from her© by Sound lugs, 
be believed, was taken according to the 
instructions of the insurance people. 
At high tide, be says, the sea lills the 
vessel to her railings, wliile at low tide 
she stands high and drv. 'W'hat com- 
jiany the .lanet Cowan is insured in Mr. 
Russell is unable to state, and it is be- 
lieved that the agent of Lloyds at 
Taconia is conducting opemtions at the 
wreck.

Captain Nison of the little nine-ton 
trading scliooner Magician, whicli wa.s 
lost in Barclay sound on the same night 
as the ship Janet Cowan was wrockej, 
has not yet oflicially reporteil his 
troubles nor did ho make any ajipear- 
anco whatever lieforu Collector Milne 
yesterday. The schooner cleared from 
here for Kyuquot on Xovcniljcr 14 and 
was on her way back to port when she 
struck the sliore. Her crew, nuinberiiig 
only the captain and another, having 
escaped from the wreck without any pav- 
ticular difficulty, embarked for Victoria 
on the Princess Louise and ai rived hero, 
as stated yesterday morning, on Monday 
night. I'he Magician was registeretl 
here three years ago as the property of 
Williatr^ Whitwortli, who is still owner. 
She was then ])ui cliased on the Ameri- 
can side, where she was once known as 
the North Star.

To Tin; Eurriiii: — There has been con- 
siderable discussion in the local press in 
regard to the cost of sewer construction, 
as to whether contract or day labor was 
the more economical. Although it is 
very proper that these works should be 
curried out at the least cost to the rate- 
payers, we should not lose sight of the 
fact that the works already constructed 
liave cost in the neighborliood of $550,- 
000, and that unless these are looked 
after by a thoroughly practical sewer 
man the nionev so spent will he prac- 
tically thrown away. \i \he. present 
time the sanitary insjicclor has charge 
of this deiiartinent of our civic works, 
but with all due deference to his ability 
and without saying that he is not doing 
his utmost in the case, yet you will con- 
cede the fact that he has never had any 
opportunity to get any practical experi- 
ence in the construction and ojieratio.; 
of sewers, and in that case is not the 
best nmn to have the oversight of this 
most important part of our city works. 

Another thing that is radically wrong 
is the system now in vogue in regard to 
the inspection of sejwer .cojnneotions. 
At the jiresent time an inspector named 
by the city is hired and paid 50 cents an 
hour by the contractor having the work 
in hand. I believe the jiroper plan 
would be for the city to hiive a coni- 
jietent, practical man as in-pector of Ihe 
whole of the works in a similar manner 
to the waterworks doparlininit, and 
when any person takes out a permit to 
connect his ])remises with the city 
system he should jiay a small fee for in- 
spection, and the wcu'k should be done 
under the supervision of the city in- 
spector. 

I do not write this with the intention 
of lindhig fault with the present author- 
ities, but rather to bring the matter uji 
in order that we may lieu'- the views of 
the gentlemen who are offering them- 
selves for aldermanic honors, and that 
the evil may be remedied in the best 
manner possible. .V TAXPAvmt.

E.xcerpt-from Rules and Orders Relating 
to Private Bills. 



ALL .^.PPLICATIONS for Private Bills, prop, 
erly the subject ot legislation by the 
Legislativo Assembly of lirltlsn coiumuin, 
within tlie purview of the "ISritisli North 
America Act, 1867," whether for tho erection of 
a Bridge, the making ol a Railway, Tramway, 
Turnpike Road,or Telegraph orTelephone Line; 
the construction or imurovement of a Harbour, 
Canal, I.,ock, Dam, Slide, or other like work; the 
granting of a right of Ferry; the incor- 
poration of any parttoular trade or calling, or 
of an}' Joint Stoclc Company; or otherwise for 
granting to any individual or Individuals any 
exclusive or peculiar ritrhts or privileges what- 
ever, or for doing any matter or thing which in 
its operation would aiFect the rights or property 
of other parties, or relate to any particular class 
ol the community, or for making any amend- 
ment of a like nature to any former Act,— shall 
require a Notice, clearly and distinctly specify- 
ing] tho nature and object of tho application 
and, where the application refers to any pro- 
posed work, indicating generiill'/ the location 
of the work, and signed by or on behalf of the 
applicants, such notice to be published as fol- 
lows: 

In the British Co) "mbia Gazette and In one 
iiewspai,ei' published in the iiiuficl ailected, 
or If there be no newspaper published therein, 
then in a newspaper in the next nearest District 
in which a nenrspaper is published. 

Bnch notice shall be continued in each esse 
lor a period of at least stz weeks, during the in- 
terval of time between tho close of the next pre- 
ceding Session and tho consideration of the 
I'etition, and cojiics cif such notice sliall l>e sent 
by the parties inserting such notice to the 
Clerk of tho House. 

Before any Petition, praying for -leave' to 
bring in a Private Bill for tho erection of a Toll 
Bridge, is received by the House, tlie person or 
persons intending to petition for such Bill 

shall, upon giving tho notice pioscribed by the 
preceding rule, also at tho same time in the 
same manner, give notice of tlie rates which

A fair gathering of tho electors of 
the James Bay ward convened ut the 
South Park schoolhouse last evening, 
lieard the candidates for municipal hon- 
ors express their views. Mr. F). Mal- 
landaiiu' by uinuiiinous request took tlie 
eluiir, and first called on the present 
Mayor. 

Mayor Teague dealt at some length 
with the criticisms of his administration 
made at the nomination meeting, and 
also outlined his programme as then 
stated. With regard to new works for 
18iK>, he could not say anything in view 
of the fact that the revenue hud been 
very seriously cut into by judgement of 
the Suj)reme court and ottierwise. In 
regiird to railway connections, while the 
proposed new railwtiy is one that we 
ought to make sacniices for, he would 
never agree to giving anytliing to it un- 
less there is si>nu' guaiMutee that we are 
CO prolit l)y it — tliat 'ho terminus is to 
be at Victoria, and nut, I'or instance, at 
some point on tlie West coast. 

In answer to Mr. Spragge tlio Mayor 
said he tiiought the isolation hospital 
should be handed over to tho Jubilee 
authorities if they will take hold of it. 

Mr. .Spragge expressed indignation at 
the way in which the liealtli oflicers 
conducted the all'airs of the city during 
1805, and for particulars told how his 
daughter had been forcibly taken away 
from his home and shut up in the isola- 
tion hoHpital for three ■weeks, without 
her relatives being allowed to have any 
communication with her. His protest 
was received with great applause by 
many In tlic audience. 

Tlio Mayor tolil Mr. Spragge liiat if he 
bad a grievance such as ho had stated 
he niight apply to the courts for a reme- 
dy. For hi.s own part, as soon as he had 
heard of certain abuses which had been 
going on in tho health department, he 
had put a stoj) to them. 

None of the other candidates for I he 
mayoraltj' being then present those 
seeking aldernianic honors were asked 
to come forward. 

y\ld. Wilson first responded. AVith 
reference to Mr. Spragge's complaint, he 
said that gentleman had been advised to 
make a report to tlio board of health, 
l)tit up to di'.t(! he had not done so. Be- 
fore that board Dr. Duncan has satis- 
factorily exjilained every matter of com- 
plaint alleged against him. 

Mr, Spragge here again addressed the 
meeting (Aid. Wilson still having the 
plaiform), giving at great length the de- 
tails of Dr. Duncan's treatment of his 
household. 

" Are you in favor of building side- 
walks by contract or by day labor?" was 
a question handed in to the chairman to 
be asked of the candidates. Aid. Wilson 
in answer declared himself a convert to 
day labor after the sewerage experiments 
of the past year. 

Aid. Hall relied upon his record of 
two terms of oflice as the best commen- 
dation to the electors. He dwelt 
esiiecially upon liis ellbrts to secure good 
roatis for James Bay, and to improve the 
park and make it attractive by music 
and otherwise. 

The three other candidates for the 
mayoralty hero entered together. 

Aid. Cameron dealt principally with 
the rjvic finances, upon tho state of 
which he congratulated the ratepayers. 
One ol the first loans which would have 
to be asked for — but not this year — 
would be for the purpose of getting a 
proper bridge across James bay. lie 
favored doing away with the pri'sent 
allowain'c to aldermen, and would vote 
to tiiat effect should the (|ucstiou come 
up in council. He agreed with Aid. 
Williams that the paid officials anil not 
the aldermen should look after executive 
details, leaving only the legislative du- 
ties to be performed by the aklermen, 
and they could do this at night. In 
face of the decision of Mr. Justice Crease 
that the land is ussesed too high, it is 
evident that the revenue from this 
source is to bo reduced, and in this con- 
nei'tion he suggested a l)oard of equaliz- 
ation so that in the matter of assess- 
ments all shoi'ld fare alike. Ho favored 
doing away with wards altogether, 
rather than re-dividing the wards. In 
answer to the sidewalk (juestion, he 
favored day labor. 

(•iuestions were asked by Mr. Tiarks 
about the waterworks contract and the 
James Bay bridge plans, and answered 
by Aid. Cameron. Mr. W. G. Eden 
then again submitted his problem as to 
the cubical capacity per day required of 
corporation trench diggers, and the 
Aldernuui like the council giive it u|). 

Mr. John Jardine said that wliile he 
had felt personally disposed to let the 
three iiresent iddermen be returned by 
acclamation, he had been so jiressed 
by a deputation that had waited 
upon him tliat he had decided 
to come out as a candidate. 
He thought that there has been great 
mismanagement of the city's allairs. 
On account of the fine buildings being 
put up at each end of the James Bay 
bridge he thought that steps ought to 
be taken at once to place a retaining 
wall tliere in ))lacc of the present wooden 
structure. He did not believe in alder- 
men being asked to give their services 
without remuneration. On the side- 
walk question Mr. Jardine favored day 
labor. 

Mr. J. G. Tiarks being called on, read 
the address which ho has just issued to 
the electors, and which he said suec;inctly 
exj-ressed his views. He hoped, if elect- 
ed, to conduct himself as a public ser- 
vant just as he would in private life. As 
to day labor, he would be inclined to 
favor it even if it cost a little more than 
contract. 

Mr. B. J. Odily had no particular fault 
to find with the present aldermen for 
Sou til ward, but if the electors think a 
change is desirable ho hoped they 
would give him their votes. He 
believed we can get 'the advantages 
of the Britisli Pacific railway for Vic- 
toria if we go aljout {he matter proiierly. 
" Day labor, moat decidedly," was his 
answer as to sidewalks. 

Mr. A. L. Belyutt, a school trustee can- 
didate, declared himself as at the nom-. 
ination meeting, in favoi*of the school 



trustees being made responsible for the 
expenditure of the school funds. He 
opposed undue interference with the 
teachers in the matter of discipline. A 
fault In the educational system makes 
the teaching too much in quantity 
and too high in (iiiality in each of the 
several grailes, and he would like to see 
this too high pressure on the children 
reduced. Ho wpuld strive to have the 
present axjiense on account of school 
books cut away, which he thou|jht could 
be done. These are a few of the surface 
subjects to which he would direct,, at- 
tention if placed upon the board. 

Mr. E. A. Lewis, a school trustee 
seeking re-election, thought his record 
ought to send him back to the board. 
He reviewed some of the princijial 
events of the year. To ^fr, Lden, he 
said he was cci'tainly in favor of free 
text-books, if anyone would tell him 
where to get them; he thought the 
scliool boaiil might go into the business 
of supplying the books at cost. To :in- 
other ratepiayer, be said lie would gladly 
aiijiroach the city council to secui'O a 
good i)laygroun<l for the chiUlreii of 
South Park school. 

Mr. R. B. McMicking dwelt upon the 
paramount importance of paying the 
greatest attention to the educational in- 
tarests of the city, remembering that the 
boys and girls of to-day will be the men 
and women of to-morrow. Ho agreed 
with what bad been said by Mr. Belyea 
as to the curriculum, ile reminded the 
meeting that, having already served two 
years on the school board ho is no 
stranger to tho duties. 

Hon. Robert lieaven, Sj)eaking as a 
candidate for the "mayoralty, dealt at 
length with the civic linanccs. 

.\ld. i^IcLellan dealt with civic all'airs 
generally, i)ointiiig out in a forcible 
manner the many demands upon the 
revenue for other n.eee.--sary jmrposes, 
leaving but a small amount for street 
improvements. Ho showed that the 
|)resent council have made the Ijcst use 
of their opportunities. 

Mr. John Kobortson was the last 
speaker, and briefly explained his can- 
didature as at the other meetings. Ho 
expressed himself as in favor of day 
labor. • 

A vofeof thanks to the chairman hav- 
ing been passed the meeting adjourned.
